Requiem Solemn High Mass,

Rev. Thomas J. McKeon, be-' 


loved pastor of the Church of 
the Nativity since 1934, who 
died Sunday at Palo Alto-Stan- 
ford hospital at the age of 81. 

The spiritual leader of thou- 
sands during his years as a 
pastor here, Father McKeon 
first came to Menlo Park to be 
graduated from St. Patrick’s 
seminary in 1914. 

As a young priest, his first 
association with the Church 
of the Nativity parish came 
in 1914 when as assistant 
pastor he would conduct 
Sunday Masses in Portola 
Valley _..d other parts of the 
ther-sprawling parish area. 
The Rev. Jerome Hannigan 
was pastor of Church of the 
Nativity at the time. 

Following his association 
with Nativity ckurch, he served 
as resident chaplain of an or- 
phanage for boys in Marin 
county, and later as a parish 
priest in Cdlistoga, Sonoma 
county, before returning to 
take charge of the parish here. 

Mrs. Edna Crane-Burchfield, 
who served as organist at 
Church of the Nativity from 
1934 until her retirement five 
years ago, this week reviewed 
his accomplishments: 

“Besides being a wonderful 
parish priest, he was an or- 
ganizer. 

“Practically all alone, he or- 
ganized the St. Anthony’s and 
St. Francis parishes, which 
started as missions of the 
Church of the Nativity. 

“For a long time also, he 
was in charge of services at the 
Convent of the Sacred Heart, 
and at Corpus Christi monas- 
tery of the Dominican Nuns.” 

When Reverend McKeon 
took over as pastor of the

Church of the Nativity pa- 
rish, its area included all of 
what is now East Palo Alto, 
Atherton, the North Fair 
Oaks afea, Atherton and ad- 
jacent unincorporated areas. 
He has seen five parishes— 
Nativity, St. Denis, St. Ray- 
mond’s, St. Anthony’s and St. 
Francis grow and flourish 
during his time here, in that 
area. 

He served for many years as 
chaplain at the Menlo Park 
Veterans’ hospital on Willow 
Road. 

He was an active member of 
the Boy Scouts also, aiding the 
movement since coming to this 
parish. He worked with the 
late Floyd Beach in the oper- 
ation of the city’s first troop, 
Troop 107, from 1934 until the 
establishment of a troop spon- 
sored by the Church of the 
Nativity, in 1937; he has been 
a member of the executive 
board of the San Mateo county 
Boy Scout Council since 1937. 

Council Executive Earl 
Schmidt said that the Monday 
night annual meeting of the 
executive board was adjourned 
in Father McKeon’s memory. 
He described him as: 

“A dedicated friend of 


Scouting and servant of 
God.” 
Schmidt himself said he 


numbered Father McKeon 
among his close _ friends, 
though the two were of differ- 
ent religious *“ersuavions. He 
recalled what te aaa father 
McKeon had called on other 
ministers in the district, to 
encourage other congregations 
to sponsor Boy Scout units. 

Father McKeon was a recog- 
nized authority on California 
missions, devoting much of his 
leisure time to studying and 
photographing them. 

Mrs. Burchfield recalls that 
he on many occasions baptized 
children whose grandparents 
he had united in marriage—a 
distinction, she said, which is 
quite rare. 

A native of San Francisco, 
Reverend McKeon was _ the 
brother of Mrs. Margaret May 
of San Francisco and of the 
late William J., Peter and Jo- 
seph B. McKeon and Mrs. Mary 
Donohue. 

His remains were to lie in 
state at the Church of the 
Nativity from 1 p.m. Tues- 
day, with Rosary at the 
church at 8 p.m. Tuesday 
evening. 

Mass was Scheduled for 10 
a.m, Wednesday, to be follow- 
ed by interment at the priests’ 
plot, Holy Cross cemetery, 
Colma. 

Johnston Colonial Mortuary, 
650 Live Oak Ave., was in 
charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments. 

In Father McKeon’s behalf, 
members of the parish a few 
months ago undertook the 
establishment of a memorial 
library in his behalf, to house 
and augment his collection of 
books and photographs of Cali- 
fornia missions. 

The library is to be estab- 
lished at St. Patrick’s. 

It has been indicated that 
contributions to the library 
fund, care of the Church of the 
Nativity, or spiritual bouquets, 
are preferred as memorials.

Bond 
Okay 


William R. Lawson, mayor of 
Menlo Park, today urged all 
registered Menlo-Atherton vot- 
ers to “go to the polls with me 
next Tuesday, June 4, and vote 
‘yes’ on roads.” 

“You’re not going to unsnarl 
the traffic jams by sitting 
home on election days,’ he 
warned, 

The $35,000,000 bond issue 
designed to finance the 28 im- 
provement and new construc- 
tion projects included in the 
County-wide master plan’s first 
stage needs a two-thirds major- 
ity for passage. 

Lawson pointed out that tax- 
conscious citizens should be 
aware that the bond issue will 
cost the average property own- 
er a maximum of 44 cents a 
month, and the first increase 
will not come until 1064-65. 

“If the bond issue fails, these 
projects will have to be tackled 
separately and at far greater 
expense to the taxpayer.” 

Of special importance to 
Menlo-Atherton residents is the 
planned widening of Marsh, 
Middlefield and Ravenswood 
Avenues to provide a direct 
connection from Santa Cruz 
Avenue to the Bayshore Free- 
way, extending Alpine Road as 
a four-lane arterial street from 
the Junipcro Serra Freeway to 
Santa Cruz Avenue, and the 
widening of Alameda de las 
Pulgas for three miles from 
Fernside « the Santa 
County line. Total cost for 
these projects will be 
$7,525,000. 

Lawson pointed out the fol- 
lowing facts from engineering, 
traffic and economic studies 
conducted by top consulting 
firms for the county: by 1990, 
San Mateo County population 
will have increased from 500,- 
000 to 900,000 and daily trips 
from 376,000 to 939,000; cur- 
rent annual expenditures of 
less than $2,000,000 by city and 
county agencies for local street 
improvement is grossly inade- 
quate to meet even current 
critical arterial highway needs.

What may spell lengthy court 
battles that could delay con- 
struction of a 220,000-volt tow- 
er line across the Skyline is m 
the wind this week. 

This new wrinkle developed 
last Thursday with the filing 
of the first of three of an ex- 
pected 17 condemnation suits 
for land needed for the line. 


In filing the suits, the Paci- 
fic Gas & Electric Co. lays it- 
self open to possible delaying 
actions by residents cf the 
wooded hill area. The property 
owners have said they would 
force PG&E to condemn their 
property and would delay the 
project in court as long as pos- 
sible. 

The PG&E does not have 
the right of immediate posses- 
‘sion. 

In filing for a 100-foot right- 
of-way, PG&E states that the 
extra width is needed because 
the wires “may occasionally 
swing horizontally” to a maxi- 
mum of 32 feet. The wires will 
be 30 feet about ground. The 
utility now has a 50-foot right- 
of-way.

The Woodside Planning Com- 
mission will meet next Wednes- 
day to act on the proposed an- 
nexation of Portola Valley ‘to 
the Town of Woodside. 

The meeting at 8 p.m. in the 
Woodside Elementary School 
multi-use building will again 
take up a request for endorse- 
ment of the circulation of an 
annexation petition. The appli-

Town Planner William E. 
Spangle Jr. is expected to pre-

Ravenswood City School Dis- 
trict trustees committed them- 
selves Monday night to calling 
a bond election for October 8 
of this year. 

A motion was passed which 
adopted the school facilities 
construction program present- 
ed by Supt. of Schools Roderic 
V. Moore. Trustees Charlotte 
Roden (who made the motion), 
Mario Regalado, Dr. Andrew 
White and acting chairman 
Wesley Pomeroy voted ap- 
proval. 

Board chairman Margaret 
Cochrane could not be present 
for Monday night’s session. She 
is known to favor the plan. 


Mrs. Roden’s motion said 
that the election should be 
for authorization of sale of 
$850,000 “or more” in bonds 
in order to bond the district 
to legal capacity. 


This is necessary if the dis- 
trict is to requalify for the 
State school building loan pro- 
gram. Only school districts 
which are “legally impoverish- 
ed” are eligible for state loans 
which include a loan repay- 
ment “break.” 

Thus, the district tax rate 
would not be increased by the 
bond authorization. 

The plan proposed by Moore 
includes commitment of $206,- 
000 in bonds authorized at the 
1959 election but never sold. 

The combined figure of 
jusi ovei $1,000,000 in bonds 
should be sufficient, with 
some leeway, to bond the dis- 
trict to capacity, he said. 

But Mrs. Roden added the

tion to protect the district in 
case late recalculations in- 
crease the amount of needed

The board also adopted 
Moore’s list of building need 
priorities. 

First priority was given to 
construction of a multi-use 
building with kitchen, locker 
and shower facilities at Gar- 
den Oaks seventh-eighth grade 
school, and to equipping the 
Menlo Oaks multi-purpose 
room with kitchen, lockers and 
showers.

Black displayed a map 
which showed a_ state-con- 
structed access road leading 
to the school sites from Bay 
Road and a pedestrian under- 
pass from Alberni Street. 

This underpass, Black said, 
would be at ground-level and 
the freeway would be 10 to 12 
feet above level! at that point. 

The new road would rough- 
ly parallel the back property 
line of homes now facing on 
Ralmar Street. All of these 
homes are directly in line with 
the freeway as the route now 
stands. 

However, Slack cautioned 
that financing for this free- 
way link is not now avail- 
able and that “we have no 
idea” when it will be built.

Choirmaster 


Several months ago, the army 
allocated major funds for the 
development of a huge “flying 
crane” which might be able to 


of half a million pounds. 
These were some of the 
highlights of a talk given 
last week by Stanley Hiller 
Jr. in a “business recognition 
day” sponsored by three 
Menlo Park service clubs and 
the Chamber of Commerce. 


Hiller, president and founder 
of the Hiller Helicopters plant 
here, traced the growth of that 
firm from its inception in 1942 
to the present. He pointed out 
that though there were many 
mistakes the industry now is 
a sound one and has many fu- 
ture projects which it must 
evolve. 

He also discussed the possi- 
ble future uses of helicopters 
— in home construction, log- 
ging, bridge building and oth- 
er areas of use. 

But, he admitted, it didn’t 
start out that way. 

“For one thing, we started 
out wrong,” Hiller declared. 
“We had a new approach to 
helicopters, involving a co-ax- 
ial rotor system which would 
so simplify the aircraft that we 
‘considered it very likely that 
many family garages would one 
day contain a helicopter. 

“We spent the following six 
years discrediting our own 
technical theory and disprov- 


broke out, the local aircraft 
firm was one of four manufac- 
turers with sufficient facilitie 
available to produce in quanti- 


But to build helicopters for 
the army required full use of 
the local production facili- 
ties, so the firm had to scrap 
its commercial production 
for the emergency, he ex- 
plained. 

At the end of the war, the 
helicopter companies had en- 
larged plants and work forces, 
virtually no military orders, 
and were without the commer- 
icial business they’d had before 
the war. 

But the military was convin- 
ced and the helicopter compa- 
nies received a large number 
of research and development 
contracts aimed at developing 
‘helicopters and other types of 
vertical takeoff and landing 
craft. 


“This, for example, resulted 
‘in the Hiller Hornet, powered 
by 12-pound ramjet engines at 
the rotor blade tips,” Hiller 
‘went on. He listed others, in- 
cluding flying platforms and a 
300-pound foldable helicopter 
which were developed, but for 
‘which the military never found 
an operational use. 

He discussed present prog- 
gress in the development of 
vertical takeoff and landing 
craft — a project being under- 
taken for the military in con- 
junction with other helicopter

Next Tuesday, the county’s voters will go to the polls 
and cast ballots on whether or not the first phase of the 
joint city-county highway plan should be financed. 

We urge a “yes” vote. 

The program, designed primarily to finance cross- 
county traffic arteries, is pretty minjfnal, considering pro- 
jections of the number of cars on the road in future years. 

On the other hand, we'd hate to see a “maximum” pro- 
gram put into effect. Accommodating all the automobiles 
that seem to be destined to hit the road in the future would 
present us with the necessity of pouring pavement over a 
ridiculously high percentage of the land of San Mateo 
county — certainly a dreary prospect and one which should 
encourage everyone to giving serious thought to the back- 
ing of a supportable rapid transit scheme.

‘Levels’ in Schools 


Menlo Park School District's 
“levels” program — featuring 
grouping of pupils by levels of 
accomplishment primarily, ra- 
ther than by age—is being im- 
plemented by degrees.

We can sympathize, however, with the viewpoint of 
residents of Atherton, who don’t feel that the character of 
their community should be attenuated by indiscriminate 
widening of roads for the accommodation of “through” 
traffic.

The bill is a complex of 
changes in all welfare pro- 
grams operated by the coun- 
ty governments, but financed 
from state, federal and coun- 
ty funds. 

It makes important changes 
in our welfare programs for 
the aged, blind, needy children, 
and totally disabled, as well as 
nn that for medical assistance 
to the aged. Its various provi- 
sions go into legal effect at 
varying dates up to Jan. 1, 1965 
so its full impact on operations 


the administration, had that of 
many welfare-oriented organi- 
zations. 

Organized county officials al- 
so favored it, but many coun- 
ties were opposed, and their re- 
presentatives voted against it 
to the end, on the ground that 
it would increase, not decrease, 
welfare costs to their property 
taxpayers. Opponents claimed 
the bill would benefit urban 
counties at the expense of rur- 
al. 

Proponents readily agreed 
that enactment of the bill 
would raise the total cost of 
relief disbursed in Califor- 
nia. They argued, however, 
that considerable improve- 
ment in programs for wel- 
fare recipients is needed, 
that our law should take ad- 
vantage of liberalizing feder- 
al law and regulation, and 
that reductions in county 
share of costs would benefit 
property taxpayers. 

Perhaps the best estimates 
of costs involved were those 
‘furnished us by our Legislative 
Analyst after the bill was last 
amended. These fixed the total 
cost of all changes effective 
during 1963-64 at $67 million 
for that fiscal year. 


We have attempted to interpret the “Property Owner's 
Bill of Rights” featured in the supplement to last week's 
Recorder as an outline of the legitimate rights of a prop- 
erty owner, particularly as they relate to racial discrimina- 
tion in housing. In spite of the complexity of this problem, 
our attempt at an honorable interpretation failed. This 
“Bill of Rights” can be read only as an effort to maintain 
the current situation in housing, a situation in which only 
the white man has the effective right “to own and opérate 
property according to his own dictates.” Whether of. not 
“giving rise to inter-group relations by coercion of law” is 
wrong, preventing inter-group relations by coercion of fear 
is certainly wrong. The hypocrisy of the “Bill of Rights” 
is made even more clear by its introduction. Equal. rights 
of “militant minorities” have not become special privileges 
and the truly ‘forgotten man is not the Américan small 
property owner but Americans who would like to be.Small 
property owners in areas where they can raise their fatnilies 
to freedom and equality. 


Menlo Park, one of the nation’s most nearly ideal com- 
munities, has a unique opportunity to grant such freedom 
without any fear of lowered educational stndards or prop- 
erty values. It is unfortunate that the Board of Realtors 
should declare against this opportunity. It is surprising that 
the Recorder should allow a promotional supplement to 
feature this declaration, —

Has Last Word 


Well worth. the emphasis 
that comes with repetition is 
Laurence Berlowitz’ recipe for 
filets of sole printed in the 
May issue of Sunset magazine. 

Berlowitz is obviously both 
a gastronomical semanticist 
and inventor — he says the 
fish and chips dish (an elegant 
version) is to be made and 
eaten thoughtfully on a rainy 
day. 

It is Laurence Berlowitz’ 
firm conviction that sole 
should never be touched with 
water, fumet, court boullion or 
any other acqueous concoction. 
He insistc that the poaching of- 
sole dilutes and destroys a deli- 
cate and distinctive flavor, 
somewhat reminiscent of old 
dry Sherry, but quite undefin- 
able. Less harmfully, he con- 
tinues, one may coat the filets 
in a mixture of masa and un- 
bleached flour and then fry 
them. Recommended proce- 
dure, however, is to immerse 
the filets nude in melted but- 
ter and brown lightly on both 
sides. This process brings out 
all the flavor, glazing the 
sweetness of the exterior of the 
fish.

As soon as possible after pur- 
chase coat sole filets with a 
light coating of soy and pep- 
per.

On top of Mornay sauce, 
arrange carrots, whole or cut 
into shorter lengths. Place 
platter in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees) for a short time until 
Mornay sauce is browned. 
Serves four.

Boil chopped onion in wine

The final sauce should 
be quite thick.
